A final solution of the problem is not yet 
in sight. According to information gleaned 
of the discussion, it seems that, as there is 
no question of disputing the validity of the 
American credit itself, the only problem to 
be solved is that of the manner in which it 
will be paid. 
In commercial circles the usual procedure is 
to demand the payment of a lump sum, and 
then further payments in instalments. It 
would appear that this method must. be 
adopted, if the resources of the Reparations 
Commission are not sufficient, and if no other 
method of payment can he agreed upon, re- 
course most be had to the milliard of gold 
marks paid by Germany in 1921, which was 
divided amongst the Allies.—(Reuter.)

TOWED 750 MILES. 

A thrilling instance of assistance given by 
wireless to a disabled vessel in Ocean IS 
reported fgom the Furness hner Sáchein. i 

‘After a strenuous battle with Átiantic 
storms and & tow of 750 miles, this vessel 
has brought the Norwegian  ore-perryg 
steamer Capto safely to harbour at St, John s, 
Newfoundland. ‘The Capto’s wireless distress 
eall reporting the loss of a radder and asking 
for assistance, was picked up by the Sachem 
when the versels were about 100 miles apart, 
and thé Sachem immediately steered ia the 
direction given. A heavy gale was raging, 
and althongh the Sachem thoroughly 
she could not locate the disabled ship. ' 

The Conadian Pacific liner Montclare, 
equipped with Marconi direction finding 
apparatus, plotted the exact position of the 
two ships from the signals they were 
ent, oad communicated the information to the 
Sachein, which then soon came up with the 
Capto. 

After many hours’ strenuous work a hawser 
was connected, and the long tow be That 
evening the hawser parted, and the ships 
drifted about until morning owing to heavy 
seas, With great difficulty the towline was 
restored. 

Again the hawser failed, this time in field 
ice, with the gale increasing, and on - 


| into a blizzard, with blinding snow. 


wireless operators were contimuously on duty 
in order to maintain comnmrumication between 
the two ships. It took ten days to weather 
the conditions and reach harbour, and it was 
a welcome sight when the worn-out mariners 
made Cape Spear, and ended one of the longest 
tows of recent times. 

There have been numerous instances during 
the last few years of vessels in distress mis- 
calculating their pesitions by dead reckoning, 


by the assistance given by other vessels which 
have been able to take i with Marconi 
direction finders. This adds another instance 
to the list, but on this occasion the value of 
wireless was demonstrated in more then one 
direction, By its means the call for aasist- 
ance was sentsout. The correct ition of 
the disabled vessel was determi by wire- 
less direction finding apparatus. It was a 
means of constant communication between the 
two ships from the time the distress call was 
sent until both vessels were safely anchored 
in St. John's Harbour, some thousands of 
words being exchanged. 

By means of ice reports and warhings from 
ship and land stations dangerous icefields 
were avoided. It was of valuable assistance 
to both vessels while navigating the dan- 
gerous waters around the Virgin Rocks off the 
Newfoundland Coast, in this case advantage 
being taken of the bearings given at regniar 
intervals by the Canadian shore direction 
finding station at Cape Race. 
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A CHILD'S DEATH. 


NO EVIDENCE OF PRUSSIC ACID. 

An adjourned inquest at Sutton, yester- 
day, on a baby who had been given a mix- 
ture of oil of almonds and syrup of violets, 
terminated in a verdict: of death from 
asphyxia. 

The mixture had been bought at the local 
branch of Messrs. Boots. At the previous 
hearing, Dr. Daisty said that the condition 
of the child was consistent with prusdic acid 
poisoning. 

Yesterday, replying to Mr. Marshall Free- 
man, who ai Messrs. Boots, and who 
suggested that prussic acid wa: so powerfal 
that it would act immediately, Dr. Daisty 
said that it all depended on the size of the 
dose. A small dose would gradually kill by 
producing asphyxia. 

Direct testimony was given by Mr. Edward 
Hinks, Surrey County Analyst, and Dr. 8. 
R. Trotman, County Analyst for Notting- 
bam, as to having analysed the mixture m 
question, and finding no trace of prussic 
asd or any poison. 

Lv. Trotman said that he could not imagine 
the possibility of prussic acid being in ail 
ef almonds without its being detected 

Mr. F. S. Waring, 4 member of the Phar- 
macentical Society, and a director of Mesars. 
Boot's, explained the precautions taken 
against. poison getting into any of the firm's 
mixtures, and Mr .Freeman said that M 
Boot’s welcomed this publicity, 
hoped would dissipate not onby 
or suspicion that they might have been care- 
less, but also ans fear as to the value of this 
simple mixture. |

NORTHERN INQUIRY. 


BELFAST’S CHEAP 
SUPPLY. 

The scope of the inquiry into the cost of 
living in Northern Ireland was démonstrated 
yesterday, when evidence waa given before 
the Departmental Committee by Mr. James 
D. Smith. M.1.C_E., engineer and manacer of 
the Belfast Corporation Gas Worke; Messra. 
James F. McCue, and R. P. C. Gotto, repre- 
senting the Ulster Timber Importers’ Associa 
tion, and Mr. W. J. Leeman, of the Amalga 
mated Society of Tailors. The Chairman of 
the Committee, Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., M.P., 
presided. 

Mesers. M'Cne and Gotto were first 
examined. The former said that they desired 
to give.information ae to the price of timber 
so far as it entered into the building trade; 
also the difference between present prices and 
those prevailing pre-war and in 1920, as far as 
they were obtainable; also comparisohs with 
cross-Channel prices. 

In regard to standard timber used in the 
building trade—i.e., carcassing, which in- 
cluded rough timber—the percentage of in- 
crease to-day over 1913-1914 prices was 68 per 
cent. The increase in regard to floorings, 
sheetings, etc., was 71, while manvfactured 
fixturegaworked out at 100 per cent. increase. 
In pl ‘pine timber there was an increase 
of 63 per cent., and in manufactured scant 
lings 67 per cent.

Ireland being wholly an agricultural country, 
the prosperity of the community depended on 
the maximum development of agriculture, 
rather than on the establishment of industries 
on metals and on coal. The articles carried by 
rail were mainly necessaries of life and the 
pfoducts of agriculture, In Great Britain, 
coal and minerals represented in value about 
25 per cent. of the total goods traffic passing. 

The proportion of traffic suitable for trans- 
portation by canal was much less than in 
Great Britain. It was doubtful whether it 
would be practicable to induce traders to 
make use of the canal in preference to the 
railway. Any substantial transfer of traffic 
from one means of transportation to the other 
would involve a change in present methods of 
trading which those concerned might be re- 
'nctant to make. 

The total traffic carried by rail in Ireland 
was probably less in proportion to the popu- 
lation than in any other country in Europe, 
due to the absence of industries and the group- 
ing of the population on the coast in the 
immediate neighbourhood of ports. If the 
railways were still further impoverished by a 
transfer of portion of their business to the 
canals, it would be increasingly difficult for 
them to maintain proper facilities for their 
remaining customers, still less could they hope 
to continue to improve their undertakings and 
to bring them up to modern standards. 

In witness's opinion, the Royal Canal was 
not capable of such development as to make it 
apuseful service to the public. If the canal! 
was the property of an independent company, 
the railway company would put it out of 
commission.

NOT ENOUGH HOTELS.

BELFAST URGED TO GET.. 
READY FOR VISITORS. 


Belfast is worse off for suitable hotel accom- 
modation than any city of its size—in Britain, 
if not in the world. This was the opinion 
expressed by Mr. J. F. Cleaver at the meeting 
of the Belfast Chamber of Trade yesterday. 

There were fewer hotels, and proportionately 
less accommodation, now, he said, than was 
the case twenty years ago, in spite of the fact 
that the city had grown vastly in importance 
and population. -To-day Belfast was a capital 
city, with the seat of Government in its midst. 
In a very short time they should have large 
public buildings in course of erection to house 
and accommodate the civil administration of 
the province. That was bound to attract 
large numbers to the city who had official 
business to transact. In addition, with 
normal conditions prevailing, they should have 
large numbers of visitors touring the beauty 
spots of Ulster, the bulk of whom would pass 
through the city. 

At the moment, if -200 people over and 
ibove the normal number arrived in Belfast 
in the middle of the week, he ventured to say 
it would be impossible to give the required 
accommodation ; or supposing they invited the 
National Chamber of Trade, the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, or the British Asso- 
ciation to hold their annual conference ir 
Belfast, where would they be put?

COUNTY TIPPERARY, 


CLERIHAN MURDER, 


At Clonmel! Barracks yesterday an inquest 
was held by the Deputy Coroner, Dr. Patrick 
Stokes, on Thomas McGrath, a sergeant of the 
National Army, whose body was found on the 
road at Knockeevan, Clerihan, on Saturday 
morning. ' 
Captain Power identified the remains. He 
said that McGrath was not in the Intelligence 
Department of the Army. He was married in 
January, was aged about 28 years, and was 
on leave. He was seen in Clonmel last Tues- 
day. 
Captain Cooney, who brought the body 
from Clerihan to Clonmel, said that there was 
a paper pinned to McGrath’s coat, which 
hore the words: ‘Convicted spy—Spies be- 
ware. By Order, I.R.A.’’ In an empty house 
at Knockeevan, witness saw evidence that a 
meeting had been held there recently. In 
a room he found a sheet of paper similar to 
the one pinned on the body, and on it was 
the word “Spy.” There were no arms on the 
body. 

Very Rev. R. C. Dunworth, P.P., Clerihan, 
deposed that on Friday night a man who was 
an utter stranger to him called and asked 
him to go on a sick call. Witness was re- 
luctant to go, because the man was’ an utter 
stranger. He went with the man to 
Knockeevan. He saw a man there, who told 
him that he wanted to receive the Sacraments. 
He gave the man the Sacraments, and re- 
turned home: Any persons whom the witness 
saw about the place were absolute strangers 
to him. He did not know that the man was 
to be executed. He heard no shots fired. He 
heard in the morning that a man had been 
shot. He saw no evidence that the man he 
gave the Sacraments to was the same man 
who was shot. He attended to the man 
simply in his capacity as a priest. 

Dr. D’Alton, National Army, deposed that 
there were four! bullet wounds in McGrath's 
body—two in the head and two in the body. 
The Command Legal Adviser asked the 
jury to return a verdict of murder. 

he jury consulted in private, and returned 
a verdict to the effect that Thomas McGrath 
was wilfully murdered at Knockeevan by 4 
person or persons unknown. The jury 
deplored, and strongly condemned, crimes 
such as these against the country and the 
people, and expressed sympathy with the 
widow and relatives of the deceased sergeant.

It was market day, and 
the town was crowded, yet nobody came to 
the assistance of the officials, and only one 
customer was present. 

The armed man demanded the keys of the 
safe, and threatened to shoot the manager 
when he refused to hand them over. Mr. 
Byrne, however, remained firm. 

The raider then seized all the loose cash 
at the cashier's desk, amounting to about 
£100. The two men left, and walked coolly 
up the street, followed by Mr. Byrne, who 
called on the people to purene them, but 
without avail. The raiders left the town on 
foot, going in the direction. of Myshal, in 
Co. Carlow. It is not known whether they 
had a motor car in wafting.

SWOOP ON DULAVIN. 
RAILWAY STATION AND CIVIC 
GUARD BARRACK BURNED. 
Armed men, stated to number about 25, 
many of them wearing the cuiform cf the 
National Army, descended from the Wicklow 
Hills upon Dunlavin village at about 9.45 
o'clock on Friday night last. They carried 
at least two Thompson guns, and others were 
armed with rifles and revolvers. Sentries 
were posted at different points in the village 
Six or seven of ithe men demanded, and 
were refused, admittance to the Civic Guard 
barracks, a.large private house, the property 
of Miss Tynte. They forced the door ot the 
Guard station, and “held up” the occu- 
pants, Inspector Tarpey and two guardsmen. 
Sergeant O'Dwyer and two other guards- 
men who were on duty were arrested by an- 
other party of 1aiders, and taken to the 
barrack. The raiders demanded the guards’ 
bicycles, but these—kept elsewhere in a place 
of security—they refused to surrender. They 
were ordered to the day;room, and told that 
as they refused to give up the bicycles they 
would not he permitted to secure other per- 
sonal belongings. : 

A section of the raiding party drove up in a 
lorry with petrol seized irom Mr. Coleborn, 
garage proprietor, in the village, and sprinkled 
it over the rooms in the barrack, paying parti- 
cular attention to aroom usedas the inspector a 
oftice, which contained papers, records, etc. 
The building was set on fire, and a mine was 
exploded in one of the lower rooms. 

The guards had been brought outside, and 
marched to the railway station, about half 
e mile away. There they were kept under 
guard on the road while some of the raiders 
carried ‘in petrol, broke the doors of the 
various offices, sprinkled the interior of the 
station with petrol, and set it on fire. The 
station, ticket office, parcel office, waiting: 
room and lavatories were soon in flames, and 
in a couple of hfúurs nothing remained but 
four brick chimney stacks, the building for 
the most part being a wooden one. The door 
of the goods store, some distance away, was 
forced, petrol was sprinkled all over it, and 
the place was set on fire. In this case, how- 
ever, little damage was done beyond the 
burning of papers and sacks of hayseed from 
Dundalk, the fire failing to take a grip. 
While the Guards’ barrack heing 
burned another party of the raiders entered the 
Post Office, and carried away all the money, 
stamps. posta! orders, etc., on the premises, 
destroying the telephone. 

After the guards were marched away the 
ple of the little town extinguished the 
ames at. the barracks, saving the greater 
part of the house, though the floors in the 
officé and the rooms beneath were destroved, 
and the ceiling was badly damaged. The 
stationmaster's house, about thirty yards 
from the platform, was not touched, though 
he was ordered not to leave the house. 

e Civie Guards were released when the 
railway station was in flames. A small party 
of troops from Naas came in contact with 
some of the raiders in the hills at Hollywood, 
some miles from Dunlavin, on Saturday, but 
the men—only three of whom were seen by 
the troops—made their escape, returning the 
fire of the soldiers as they ran. A National 
Army great coat was found by the soldiers, 
with a bullet hole through the upper part of 
it. The party which destroyed the station 
is believed to be the same that burned Mulla- 
boden, General Sir Bryan Mahon’s residence, 
a couple of weeks ago.

Mr. Cosgrave said that he was sure that 
they would be surprised to hear that the cost 
of Haulbowline to the Irish Government in 
the present year would be about £112,000. 
That figure represented a dead loss on the 
yard, after deducting the value of the work 
done in return. The yard had been kept 
open by the British Government on the 
understanding given by the late Provisional 
Government that they would meet the liabili- 
ties. They were, however, inquiring for 
further information on the matter. 


PREFER THE DOLE. 
Speaking as Minister for Finance, he would 
say that the State could not continue to bear 
such a charge, and they could not subsidise 
any local service to that extent. He did not 
agree with the unemployment dole system. It 
was a bad and expensive one, but he would 
rather give the unemployment dole to 500 
men than meet such a loss.

THE DIFFICULTIES IN DUBLIN. 


At vesterday's meeting of the Dublin Cor- 
poration—Alderman Alfred Byrne presiding— 
a letter was read from Dr. M. J, Russell, 
Superintendent. Medical Officer of Health, for- 
warding the names of persons appointed by 
ithe Public Health Committee to act as 
honorary censors of cinema films until dlst 
October, 1925. 

Mr. P. T. Daly proposed, and Mr. William 
McCarthy seconded, that the city seal be 
affixed to the necessary appointment warrants. 
Mr. M. J. Moran said that some time ago 
a deputation came to the Council and made 
certain statements regarding film censoring. 
None of their charges were withdrawn, 
although it was afterwards alleged that they 
bad withdrawy them. 

They claimed that the censoring system in 
Dublin was bad, and should be improved, 
and one of the complaints riade was that an 
Appeal Board wae set up of which the mem- 
bers of the deputation knew nothing. If 
outside bodies were to co-operate with tue 
Public Health Committee in film censoring, 
together with any sub-committee or appeal 
board, they should have on them representa- 
tives of the various public bodies which were 
willing to co-operate. 

lt was an extraordinary thing on the part 
nf the Public Health Committee to set up 
the Appeal Board without giving intimation 
to any other bodies interested, without giving 
them due notice that such a bodrd was about 
to be brought into existence. That was a 
course of action which, in his opinion, was 
open to serious objection. 

The whole system of censoring in Dublin 
was wrong Films had been turned down, 
and again had been permitted by this Appeal 
Board. That was a matter for which they 
should censure the Appeal Board. If the 
larger body which had representatives on 
it, who were members of the Vigilance Com- 
mittee, though fit to turn down certain films, 
he failed to see why the Appeal Board should 
take upon itself the responsibility for allow- 
ing thesa pictures to be shown. Until the 
Appeal Board was done away with, or until 
representatives of outside bodies were put on 
it, the censoring of films in the city would be 
untatisfactory. 

Mr. G. A, Lyons described the system of 
censorship as “a delusion, a mockery, and a 
snare.’’ It was imperfect, and would not be 
made right antil the Government, set up a 
properly considered national system of censor- 
ing. He thought that to a large extent public 
ngs would settle the matter. No doubt 
the Corporation was to a certain extent re- 
sponsibie. The film censors ought to be re- 
presented on the Appeal Board, and that 
Board should be composite in character and 
thoroughly representative of the various 
bodies. 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that the whole 
system of censoring was most imperfect and 
he films, she contended,

DEVELOPMENT WOULD

CASE FOR THE OWNERS. 


Mr. R. M. Tweedy (Chairman) presided at 
a further sitting of the Canals and Inland 
Waterways Commission yesterday, at 55 


Dawson street, Dublin. 


Mr. M. F. Keogh, general manager of the 
Midland Great Western Railway Company, 
gave evidence regarding the Royal Canal, 
which is owned by his company. He gave 
the following particulars:—lThe Royal Canal 
is 96 miles in length, and has 46 locks. 
Yhirty-nine harbours or wharves have been 
provided, of which 28 are between Dablin 
and Mullingar. Seventeen of these “wharves 
perve towns or villages where railway stations 
pre available. The water supply is sutticient 
normally to maintain a- minimum depth of 
five feet. The original expenditure on the 


canal was about »1 500,000, or £15,000 


mile, as compared with an average of £13,000 


a wile spent in constructing the railway, 
Fo iar from the canal having been starved 
by the railway, the canal in 1845 was in such 


a financial position that the owners were glad 
to accept Jess than £500,000 for the works. 
Of the traffic landed from or loaded 
nto sea-going vessels at Spencer Dock, 
Dublin, 53.2 per cent. was rail-borne, and only 
2.082 out of 145,410 tone in 1920 passed over 
the cana!. It was contended that the Royal 
Canal and the Spencer Dock should be dealt 
with as wholly independent undertakings. On 
the canal, horse hanlage is used exclusively, 
and the throughout speed did not exceed two 
miles per hour. The canal involves a heavy 
annual loss to the railway company under 
existing conditions. Land originally part of 
the canal property, which had been used for 
railway purposes, is estimated to be 194 acres. 
Canal,,water is used by the railway company 
for locomotives and other purposes, the annual 


value being estimated at £1,675 


The expenditure necessary to enable barges 
of larger tonnage to use the canal would be 
very great, and would not be justified com- 
mercially. To enable the canal to carry as 
cheeply as the adjoining railway it would 
have to be completely reconstructed as to 
depth, width and curvature, The cost would 
be wholly prohibitive, and the whole traffic 
in the districtg served capable of conveyance 
by water would be insufficient to produce a 


profit, 
OTHER COUNTRIES. 


In the course of references to comparisons 
between, canal transportation in Ireland and 
other countries, he said that in France, 
Germany, and elsewhere on the Continent, 


the mam waterways consisted largely of 


canalised rivers, often operated in connection 
with long stretches of open river, of sufficient 
depth and width to carry barges of high 
capacity. Purely artificial waterways, such as 
the Royal Canali, were quite exceptional. The 
Royal Canal passes through a sparsely popu- 
lated and purely agricultural country, while 
all the British canals which paid their way 
served industrial districts, and were enabled 
to compete with railways, mainly because 
they obtaified direct access to works and 
factories, thereby eliminating cartage ex- 


penses. 


In reply to Mr. Moynan, Mr. Keogh said 
that the future of transport in Ireland de- 
pended upon the development of the railways. 
He suggested that public money wonld be 
better used in developing roads and railwavs 
than bolstering up waterways. He could 
conceive of circumstances in Ireland, when it 
would be desirable and even essenttial to sub- 
sidise the railways, The waterways served only 
a small section of the population. They were 


essential to millers and others. 


The principal obstacles to the successful 
operation of narrow canals were the slow rate 


of speed, delays at locks, difficulty of navigat- 


ing at night, high ‘cost of labour in proportion 


to bulk hauled, the relatively high cost of 
motive power. 
RELATIVE COSTS, 

An estimate had been prepared of the re- 
lative actual cost of hauling the tonnage pas- 
ing at the present time between Dublin and 
Mullingar (50 miles), which annually vas 
approximately 22,000 tons Dublin to Mulliagar, 
and 7,000 Mullingar to Dublin, and_ by rail 
the total costs worked out at £3,473, us 
against £6,614 by pone 

Ireland being wholly an agricultural country, 
the prosperity of the community depended on 
the maximum development of agriculture, 
rather than on the establishment of industries 
on metals and on coal. The articles carried by 
rail were mainly necessaries of life and the 
products of agriculture. In Great Britain, 
coal and minerals represented in value about 
29 per cent. of the total goods traffic passing. 

The proportion of traffic suitable for trans- 
portation by canal was much less than in 
Great Britain. It was doubtful whether it 
would be practicable to induce traders to 
make use of the canal in preference to the 
railway. Any substantial transfer of traffic 
from one means of transportation to the other 
would involve a change in present methods of 
trading which those concerned might be re- 
'nctant to make. 

The total traffic carried by rail in Ireland 
was probably less in proportion to the popu- 
lation than in any other country in Europe, 
due to the absence of industries and the group- 
ing of the population on the coast in the 
immediate neighbourhood of ports. If the 
railways were still further impoverished by a 
transfer of portion of their business to the 
canals, it would be increasingly difficult for 
them to maintain proper facilities for their 
remaining customers, still less could they hope 
to continue to improve their undertakings and 
to bring them up to modern standards. 

In witness’s opinion, the Royal Canal was 
not capable of such development as to make it 
a useful service to the public. If the canal 
was the property of an independent company, 
the railway company would put it out of 
commission. 

He did not think a railway company would 
be justified in using its undertaking to the 
detriment of public interests. 

The Commission adjourned until 11 o'clock

NOT ENOUGH HOTELS. 
BELFAST URGED TO GET 
READY FOR VISITORS. 


Belfast.-is worse off for suitable hotel accom- 
modation than any city of its size—in Britain, 
if not in the world. This was the opinion 
expressed by Mr. J. F. Cleaver at the meeting 
of the Belfast Chamber of Trade yesterday. 

There were fewer hotels, and proportionately 
less accommodation, now, he said, than was 
the case twenty years ago, in spite of the fact 
that the city had grown vastly in importance 
and population. ‘1o-day Belfast was a capital 
city, with the seat of Government in its midst. 
In a very short time they should have large 
public buildings in céurse of erection to house 
and accommodate the civil administration of 


the province, That was bound to attract 
large numbers to the city who had official 
business to transact. In addition, with 


normal conditions prevailing, they should have 
large numbers of visitors touring the beauty 
x fae of Ulster, the bulk of whom would pass 
irough the city. 

At the moment, if 200 people over and 
ibove the normal number arrived in Belfast 
in the middle of the week, he ventured to say 
it would be impossible to give the required 
accommodation ; or supposing they invited the 
National Chamber of Trade, the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, or the British Asso- 
ciation to hold their annual conference ir 
Relfast, where would they be put?

He suggested that the vessels of what they 
called the naval defence force should he 
overhauled and repaired at . Haulbowline; 
that the necessary material for repairing rail 
and road bridges could be prepared there;

way Protection Corps could use the yard to 
build armoured cars, and do a great deal of 
work in connection with the maintenance cf 
the whole Southern railway system.

Road-making machinery of local authorities 
could be repaired, and the Housing Depart- 
ment of the Local Government Board could 
find much use for the yard.

Senator Love, referring to the reconstruction 
of railway bridges, etc., by Haulbowline and 
Inchicore workers, said that if those works 
were undertaken by outside firms the wages 
would go out of Ireland and their own work- 
men would be living on doles. 
Mr. O’Halloran, on behalf of the workers, 
said that there were altogether about 5,000 
of the most skilled workmen in Ireland un- 
employed in Queenstown, and at the moment 
there was no outlook for them. 
Mr. Cosgrave said that he was sure that 
they would be surprised to hear that the cost 
of Haulbowline to the Irish Government in 
the present year would be about £112,000. 
That figure represented a dead loss on the 
yard, after deducting the value of the work 
done in return. The vard had been kept 
open by the British Government on the 
understanding given by the late Provisional 
Government that they would meet the liabili- 
ties. They were, however, inquiring for 
further information on the matter. 


PREFER THE DOLE. 


Speaking as Minister for Finance, he would 
say that the State could not continue to bear 
such a charge, and they could not subsidise 
any local service to that extent. He did not 
agree with the unemployment dole system. It 
was a bad and expensive one, but he would 
rather give the unemployment dole to 500 
men than meet such a loss. 

It is a question of money, my lord,” said 
the President in reply to an observation made 
by Dr. Browne; “ Í cannot rob one man to 
pay another.” 

Dr. Browne—Are you not taking into con-

I think you may rely on it that we will 
see how best the yard can be employed.
